ANOTHER FUND FOR CORRUPTION. 


Police to Be Assessed for an Eighty 
Thousand Dollar Pool. 

New York, Aug. 31.—(Special. |—It became 
known today by way ofan undoubted autbori- 
ty that within the last few days a secret or- 
ganization has been formed in the Police De- 
partment of this city for the purpose of rais- 
ing a mammoth corruption fund. 

Already active steps have been taken 
toward perfecting the organization in every 
precinct, The new secret organization dif- 
fers materially from any of its predecessors 
inasmuch as ite membership so far is con- 
fined exslusively to sergeants, toundsmen, 
‘and patrolmen: 

The object of the bi éorruption fund, as 
understood by those who have been pledged 
| to membership, is to pay some dishonest 
legislators who last year worked for the de- 
feat of the police reorganization ' bill, and 
also some of these who voted against the 
power of the removai bill. 

Another object of the fund is to bribe mem- 
bers of the next Legisiature to defeat any po- 
lice reorganization bill that may be drafted. 
The amount to be raised is $80,000.

Oyster Season Opens with Large Supply 
and Prices the Same. 


New York, Aug. 81,—[Special.)—The oyster 
season will open Monday with a larger supply 
than ever before known. Many of the oysters

The  .anufacturers of ma- 
chinery have for the last three months been 
the busiest of any class in the business situa- 
tion. This feature has onnee rised a good many 
students of affairs, for, while general busi- 
ness conditions show little of the actiwty 
which has been hoped, the manufacturers of 
machinery have been running to their full 
“ne 8 99 ASlomg, and in many instances they have 
lately n refusing all orders for early 
deliveries, This activity in the machinery 
trade is, of course, oni!y one feature of 
strength in the iron situation. The railroads 
have already been enormous customers; and 
will be purchasers in the next few months of 
@ much greater quantity of iron. Witn the 
prone tne crop. was the deciding point. 

h good harvests they were sure of a year 
of good traific, and with good traffic the 
many repairs and betterments which Fine 
been postponed during the last two years of 
‘depression must be made.

Cause of the Increase. 


H, A. Gray, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Illinois Steel company, was asked yesterday 
his opinivn of the recent boom in the price of 
Bessemer pigiron, an account of which was 
onneen recently from Pittsburg, and he 
said: 

** Several causes have combined to produce 
this advance. One is that the blast furnace 
owners miscalculated the amount of ore they 
would need this year. When ihey made their 
contracts with the ore producers in the early 
spring they contracted for too little, and now 
they are all short, The great ore pcos 
of the Menominee, Marquette, and Gogebic 
a wd ge together at Cleveland in the spring 

an understanding as to how much 
real would produce, and, of course, 
they also underrated the emand, 
Moreover, they are unable now to in- 
crease their shipments because the 
navigation season is two-thirds over. The 
Carnegie people, however, who have large 
biast furnaces of their own, made large con- 
tracts for ore with others also, and are there- 
fore better supplied than others. The boom 
is also connected with Carnegie’s coke busi- 
ness. Coke is used to smelt iron, and two- 
thirds of the coke-ovens are owned by the 
Frick Coke company, which is controlled by 
Carnegie. This company last April advanced 
the Wages of its workmen, and this advance, 
by increasing the cost of coke, raised the 
price of steel also. 

Good Crops a Factor, 


**The boom is. algo due to the great crops 
of the present year. The farmers, during the 
last few years, have not been abie to make 
any improvement nor to buy any machinery. 
But now every farmer is doing a little build- 
ing and buying a little machinery, and both 
of these things use up iron. 

“The advance in the price of steel billets is 
much greater reiatively than the advance in 
the price of rails, as they had declined to a 
much lower. point before the revival. But 
the influence of the large crops will make it- 
self feit on the railroad interest, and railroad 
repairs and an advance in railroad iron are 
among the certainties of the near future. I 
believe the boom will last for some years to 
come, and I do not expect it to inflict any 
losses, as there are no contracts out that will 
be atfected by it.’ 

John Walker, manager of Fraser & Chalm- 
ers, said in reference to the same subject: 

‘* T think the increase in the price is mostly 
due;to the fact tliat the Democratic adminis- 
tration of the government is more than half 
over, and that it will certainly give piace to 
Republican rule. 

** [think the boom is more than this¢ the 
result of an increase in the erection of steel- 
frame buildings. You will notice in the busi- 
ness district of Chicago at present that on 
almost every eligible cornera steel buiiding 
is in process of erection, and same 
thing is going on ‘all over the country, 
Accordingly the boom that you speak of is in 
structural steel, and not ali in engineering 
stee!, There has been a etrong market ever 
since last spring in engineering articles, but 
without the slightest advance in prices. Of 


7 course I believe that the ligrge crops have 


contributed to the advance in steel, and part- 
ly through the effect on railroading. The 
entire output of the Lake Superior region 
has been engaged in advance for raiiroad 
purposes, and there will be, no doubt at an 
early day, great activity in railroad building 
and repairing. No one will be injured by the 
boom, and in the spring , there probably will 
bean advance in wages.”

This has never 
been admitted hitherto by Northern ironmak- 
ers, but the transaction entered into this 
last week between the .Tennessee Iron compa- 
ny and the Carnegie. manufacturers at Pitts- 
burg, places the fact beyond all question. 

The agreement with the Carnegies has been 
much misquoted in the newspapers and Wall 
street bulletins, but the main fact made clear 
by the transaction is that at last Southern 
ironmakers are reaily able to go into the 
open market with steel billets.

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PHENOMENAL ADVANCE IN IRON.

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 81.—([Special.]—The 
advance in the price of iron and steel since 
the first of this year, but more especially dur- 
ing the last few days, i@ phenomenal. The 


lowest quotation for Bessemer pig recoraed 


when the industrial depression was most pro- 
nounced was $9.50 a ton at Pittsburg. To- 
day the price is $17 here and $16.15 at the 
valley furnaces, Of the advance more than a 
third, $3 a ton, has aren made in i last 
nine days. Steel billets are now selling at 
$24 a rey The tise extends all over this 
country and Europe, 

When genera! business began to move to- 
ward a normal condition there was practical- 
ly no finished iron in stock, _Duting the de- 
pression stocks had been suffered to become 
depleted. Karly this “¥> tne are y of Besse- 
mer pig in the hande of furnacemen and deal- 
ers and in metal yatds as collateral for loans 
was 100,000 tons less than at any time since 
1886, There was on only 000 tons. 
All of this has been 

At present prices the furnacemen are reap- 
ing a profit of $7 a8 ton on pig iron. They 
are making more money than ever before. 

How far stocks have been reduced and how 
great is the demand for finished products is 
best illustrated by the fact that while Pitts- 
burg furnaces are producing over a fifth of 
ali the pig iron made in this country local 
manufacturers are purchasing pig extensively 
in all markets, even going to South for 
material, 

It is understood, though the company de- 
nies it, as it denies every. statement made 
concerning it, that the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany has purchased 25,000 tons of low sili- 
con pig in Alabama, On the strength of this 
apparently weil-founded reputt the Southern- 
ers have advanced the price of big $1 a ton. 

There is now idle only one biast turnace in 
the United States, in a short time the 
number of furnaces will be largeiy in- 
creased.

Call for the “New Movement”’Convention 
Is Sent Out, 

The official call for the convéntion of the 
New Irish Movement was sefit out yesterday. 
The convention is to be held in the Associa- 
tion Building in this city Sept. 24 and will 
continue three days. The purpose of it is to 
outline a pian of action to séoure the inde. 
pendence of Ireland, a plan #hich is to super- 
sede the present parilamenhtéry agitation for 
home rule. The call, which was istued from 
the headquarters of the movement in this 
city, is audressed to the Irish-American citi- 
zens of the Unite States,

The Deneenites were too strong for the 
enemy, Bowever, and the followers of Mer- 
chant were routed and driven from the hall. 

At ledst sixty men were injured, and for 
several.hours afterward the drug stores of the 
neighborhood were busy tixing up black eyes 
and sore heads. 

Ald. Merchant was later arrested on a wur- 
rantsworn out by W. W. Fuller, charging

This was the signal for trouble. The name 
of Dr, Reese was received with hoots and jeers 
by the followers of Deneen and applauded 
with equai zeal by the friends of the phy- 
sician. 
“Put him out; knock him off the chair!” 
shouted the Deneenites, howling at Ald. Mer- 


chant. Suddenly a hand #¢hot up from be- | 


hind the Alderman and seized his coat tails. 
The hand was said to belong to Attorney W. 
W. Puiler, at least Mr. Puiler received the 
benetit of the suspicicn, for, as he ‘was 
dragged from the table, Ald. Merchant 
struck out viciously with his right. 
The blow landed on Attorney Fulier’s mouth 
and down he went. Dan Lee, who has 
charge of murderers’ row at the County Jail, 
a sturdy foliower of Deneen, squared off be. 
fore the Alderman. Leeis a eix-footer and 
as strong as an ox. Heswung once for Ald, : 
Merchant’s head and the city father was 
knocked ten feet into a pile of scenes and 
stage settings.

Assistant Quartermaster-General Avery left 
here tonight with the necessary camp equip- 
ments and 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 
He will be met tomorrow morning at Che- 
boygan by the company of the-Third Regi- 
ment located there, which will accompany 
him to Ishpeming. 

No further action will be taken until ad- 
vices are received from Col. Lyon, who will 
reach Ishpeming tomorrow morning. If he 
deems further aid necessary the First and 
Third Divisions. of the Michigan Naval 
Brigade, located at Detroit, will be ordered 
to proceed to Ishpeming with their gatling 
and rapid-firing guns. — 

The local autnorities state that the mining 
companies have secured men to operate the 
steam shovels, and it is proposed to protect 
these men in their work if it takes the entire 
military force of the State, 

Gov. Rich returned from his home in Elba 
tonight to attend to this matter. The mine 
officials here are not certain they will resume 
steam shovel operations Monday, as it is not 
detinitely known that the outside operators 
will get here. They assert, however, the 
shovels will most certainly be started 
Tuesday. 

It is said the companies are having some 
difficulty in securing men to manipulate the 
shovels, but the mine managers will not ad- 
mit thatsuch is the case. The companies ex- 
pect’ opposition to the shovel work by the 
strikers, and have made all necessary ar- 
rangements for the protection of the men. 

The companies are determined to start the 
shovels, no matter what the result may be, 
and in case tia strikers interfere there wiil 
surely be trouble. The strikers of both cities

re were almost 2,000 men in line, and 
music was furnished by a band from each 
city. 

Marquette, Mich., Aug. 31.—([Special.}— 
The entire Fifth Regiment of the Michigan 
National Guard, seven companies, consisting 
of 500 men, will be massed in Ishpeming at 
daylight Monday morning.

MOB GOES TO LYNCH JOHN JONES. 


Murderer’s Removal to Cairo Prevents His 
Being Strung Up. 

Anna, Iil., Aug. 31.—[Special,]—The re- 
moval of Jones, the murderer, to the Cairo 
jail last night probably saved Union County 
the disgraco of a lynching. 

About 1 o’clock this morning a mob of 100 
men, mostly citizens of Anna, who doubted 
the report that Jones had been taken out of 
the county, marched over the hill to Jones- 
boro, went to the residence of the Sheriff, 
and demanded that Jones be surrendered to 


them. 

Sheriff Day appeared, told the crowd he 
had been expecting them, but Jones had been 
taken away. This did not satisfy the mob, 
who demanded admission to the jail. 

Finally the Sheriff agreed to admit five of 
the mob leaders to the jail. They searched 
every cell and satisfied themselves that Jones 
was not contined in the jail. The party then 
marched back to Anna and dispersed. 

A post mortem examination of the remains 
of Mrs, Mendenali developed that her. death 
resuited from hemorrhage of the abdomen. 
Her spleen was crushed by the blows from 
Jones’ foot. The body was sent to Oarbon- 
dale this afternoon for burial.

Belief That the Year's Receipts Will Fall 
$20,000,000 Behind the Expenditures, 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—The Treasury 

statement today shows that the excess of ex- 

penditures over receipts for this month was but 
$3,693,103, as against a deficit last month of 
$9,500,000. The custom receipts are steadily 
growing, reaching this month $15,639,047, with 
total Treasury receipts of $28,952,606. The 
average expenditures of the Treasury are about 
$30.000,000, and the Treasury officials believe 
that for the month of September the receipts 
will equal, if they do not slightly exceed, the 
expenditures. Still the best informed Treasury 
officials do not believe that the receipts for the 
year will reach the expenditures by $20,000,000, 
Last year the deficit was $43,000,000 and the 
year before $70,000, 000.

Women Approve Admission of Their Sex 
to the Methodist Conference. 

The decision of the Methodist conference 
now being held at Hamilton, O,, allowing 
women to sit as delegates in the General Con- 
ference, seems to- meet with approval from 
women in general, Especialiy is this true of 
those who believe in eufftage for women, as 
this may be said to be along the same general 
lines and in accordance with the progressive 
woman’s thought of today. 

A number of prominent Chicago women ex- 
pressed themselves as pleased with the Meth- 
odist conference fn What they termed its ** but 
ju st’’ stand in the matter. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson said: ** Take 
women out of the church and what would be 
left of it? It is their spirit, their interest, 


they are really better than a bond,as they 
must be paid out of the tax levy of 1895, 
when collected.

Racing Without Betting Having Proved 
Unprofitable, C. W. Williams Announces 
| Pool-Selling Will Be Resumed at His 


Galesburg. Til., Aug. 81.—[Special.]—Racing 
without betting has been a costly experi- 
ment to C. W. Williams. The story is best 
told by Mr. Williams himself, who made the 
following announcement from the judges’ 
stand at the opening of today’s program. 
“we have given the people of Galesburg an 
opportunity to patronize racing without 
betting, although $37,500 has been paid out 
here this week and the races have been first- 
class. The gate receipts for the entire week 
have been less than $650. We have now con- 
cluded to try the other plan. Pools will 
be sold on the races next week.” 

It is generally believed the business-men 
here are not opposed to pool-selling. The 
meeting here a year ago was a success, and 
it is the opinion of many the coming week's 
races will be well patronized. 

Six races for purses amounting to $12,000 
were disposed of today, and in every case 
save one the heat winners reduced their 
records. In the 38-year-old class, pacing, 
were Theodore Shelton and Hickok’s fast 
filly Miss Rita. Miss Rita won in straight 
heats, and reduced her record of 2:16%, 
made at Windon, to 2:09% in the first heat. 
Her mile in 2:09% is the race record for fil- 
lies, displacing Whirligig’s 2:10 by a quar- 
ter of a second, and is within a half second 
of Judge Hurt’s time, made here Wednes- 
day, when he secured the champion race 
record for colts of both sexes.

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- New York Sun: Some remarkable stories 
‘are told by the Rev. 8S. H. Devirian, who has. 
just arrived from Armenia, having been com- 
pelled to flee for his life, after eight years of 
missionary work there. He confirms every- 
thing said by Mr. Gladstone in the letter 
after his recent Chester speech on the fate 
of Armenia. Born and brought up near 


Cilicia, Mr. Devirian lived in his native coun- - 


try until maturity; then he came to the. 
United States, accepted Christianty, was 
graduated as a minister at Oberlin, and re- 
turned to Armenia asa missionary. 

“You may not know,” he said, ¥that the 
Turks have a superstitious and deeply im- 
bedded hatred and suspicion of Americans 
and things American. The Turkish Govern- 
ment is the direct opposite of the United 
States! Here we have all liberty of speech, 
press, and genera! citizenship; there human- 
ity has nothing but chains—the conscience 
is bound, the tongue is tied, and in Armenia 
only the officers of, the government are al- 
lowed to read the papers, while there is really 
no such thing as citizenship for the average 
Armenian. I say these things with great 
risk, for the brutal and overbearing officers 
of the Sultan think nothing of taking the 
life of & Christian without giving him a hear- 
ing, and should they apprehend me it would 
not be well with me. The local officers virt- 
ually hold the power of life and death over 
the subjects of the Sultan. I myself had to 
flee on five minutes’ warning, or I would 
have been put into prison and there starved 
to death, for I know of many a good man 
who has been cast into the miserable dun- 
geons and has never been heard of again. 

“T. was. conducting an evening English 
school in connection with my work as pas- 
tor. I had secured my permit and the offi- 
cer had visited me. The first time he 
warned me to stop the school or pay a 
bribe. I showed him my permit. I showed 
Sim that I had paid my license fee, which, 
however, rarely goes further than the pock- 
ct of the officer who receives it, and I told 
him that :he was entirely welcome to come 
to the school and see that it was an innocent, 
unoffending assemblage. 

“*No,’ said: he, ‘I will not go to your 
school. 1 know all about it without going. 
You Christian dogs in Turkey open your 
schools with prayer. But when you stand 
up to pray you do not pray to Allah. You 
only pretend to be praying. The words 
you use are only a speech to forma conspir- 
acy among those who come to hear you. 
If you hold another meeting of your school 
beware the wrath of Allah!’ 

“This was just after the beginning of the 
terrible massacres, atrocities, and persecu- 
tions. I had done nothing wrong, had obeyed‘ 
the laws of the country, and I kept on with 
the school. But within a week or two there 
was so much talk and so many threats that 
we. concluded it wise to close the school. 

“A few nights later there was nailed up 
against the chapel door a dog’s head with 
this warning: ‘Englishmen, Frenchmen, 
Germans, Armenian dogs, and Americans— 
infidels! Beware the wrath of Allah! At 
another place in the same village. they 
nailed up the body of the dog, whose head 
had been nailed to the chapel door, with the 
same warning. This was done in so many 
places in Armenia that it ceased to be 


a novelty. Persecutions follow these warn- { 


ings and what you have read in the papers 
is not. more than half of the truth. Men 
have been thrown into prison and tortured, 
women outraged, and children slain in num- 
bers and in ways that will never be heard 
of, because there are no public trials in 
Armenia. They have no jury system there 
and the officers of the Turkish Government 
do not make public reports of what they 
have done, 

“Reports of some of the atrocities found 


their way to England afid America, were | 


printed in the newspapers, and occasionally 
a bundle of newspapers would be received by 
some American or Englishman, who would 

ss the papers around secretly. The Turk- 
sh officers are always on the lookout for 
such papers and they search the houses of 
Armenians for them, sometimes the houses 
of foreigners. If a foreign paper is found 
in possession of an Armenian it is equivalent 
to death or a long torture in prison. ‘ One day 
a friend of mine gave me some papers, which 
I read and returned. The next day after I 
returned them the officers of the district 
came to my house and searched it. .” 

**You have some American papers here,’ 
he said authoritatively. 

** *No,’ I replied. 

“*Yes, you have. Give them to me or I'll 
put you into prison.’ 

“I knew he would put me into prison if 
I did give them to him, so I thought a minute 
what 1 should do. To go to prison meant to 
end my life. ; 

‘Search my house again,’ I said, ‘and 
if you find any papers I will go to prison.’ 
He searched again, but did not find them, as 
I had returned them, The next afternoon 
a friend came to me and warned me to flee 
for my life, as they were coming to take me 
to jail. I fied, leaving my family behind, 
and the only hope I have for their safety 
is that my father-in-law lives with us. He 


is considered a harmiess old Turk, and the | 


family can claim his protection. I do not 
care to speak of my journey to Auieiée, 
It was very roundabout, through the Medi- 
terranean, and very unpleasant. 
‘‘Notwithstanding I filed my first papers to 
become an American citizen when I was here 
before, I will have to be considered an Ar- 
menian and a subject of the Sultan by the 
Turks. Under the long tenure of misgovern- 
ment which my country has had, it is now, I 
am sorry to say, almost the worst thing that 
can happen to a self-respecting man to be a 
native Armenian. For more than two years 
the Sultan has had a law in force giving 
about $250 reward for the return of any one 
who emigrates or tries to emigrate from our 
country to America. Occasionally one is 
caught trying to emigrate and is imprisoned 
and punished severely. A second attempt is 
rarely made. Foreigners are allowed te come 
and go, but they are not wanted or welcome, 
The Sultan and his government know very 
well that the introduction of Yankee and 
English ideas and enterprise will be the de- 
struction of his power over his subjects. 
“At present the Armenians are all poor—. 
starving in the midst of a land flowing with 
milk and honey. You ask why this is? I 
will tell you. It is entirely and solely on ac- 
count of the misgovernment of the land by 
Turkey. No one now is foolish enough to 
deny the accounts of the fearful atrocities 
that have been committel in Armenia der 
the authority and by command of the Ttirk- 
ish Government. The public investigations 
have proved them beyond a doubt, The 
Turks are determined to crush the Armenians 
to death and forever wipe them from the face 
of the earth. Mri Gladstone is right when 
he says, “Turkey has lost 18,000,000: people 
and may lose more.’ Turkey has lost them 
because she has tried to crush them into the 
ground, and all*who could have escaped or 
are escaping. :

LONDON’S NEW WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM. 


Will Be the Most Elaborate and Costly in 
the Wotld. 


New Yérk Times: The scheme propounded 
by Mr. Binnie, the engineer of the County 
Council, for a new water supply for the me- 
tropolis may be properly termed colossal, 
both in design and cost.. Two of the reser- 
voirs will be the largest ever constructed in 
this country. The works would possess a 
dual character, including two aqueducts, 
the largest in the world, one 150 miles in 
length and the other 176 miles. The former 
would be the first to be constructed, the lat- 
ter awaiting commencement at a subsequent 
date. Each is to convey 200,000,000 gallons 
per day, and both are to be entirely covered 
over for their whole length. The northern 
or midland counties aqueduct will start from 
Hay, in the Wye Valley, and discharge into 
@ service reservoir a little to the north of 
the Elstree Hills. The southern aqueduct 
would also pass from the Wye Valley, and 
would run parallel with the first as far as 
Chedworth, afier which it would proceed 
by way of Hungerford, Basingstoke, and 
Guildford to Banstead. 

Some deviation from this plan of the aque- 
ducts is possible, but Mr. Binnie does not 
appear to recommend it. The proposed 
sources of supply are situated at altitudes 
ranging from 600 to 2,800 feet above the 
sea level, at the head waters of the Rivers 
Usk, Wye, and Towy, 
Cardigan, Brecon, Radnor, and Montgom- 
ery. The water will flow by gravitaiton into 
the service reservoirs, and the only pumping 
required will be for the small areas on the 
summits of Hampstead, Highgate, Shooter's 
Hill, and the Sydenham hil!s. Such are the 
leading features of the project, which prac- 
tically involves the abandonment of the 
present sources of the metropolitan water 
supply, except that derived from springs 
and wells in the chalk. So great a sacrifice 
on the one hand and so huge an expenditure 
on the other could only be justified by an 
utter failure in the present supply, either in 
respect to quantity or quality. Yet nothing 
of the kind has come to pass except as pro- 
duced by the mischievous interference of 
the County Council. As for the cost of the 
proposed change, it is obvious that the esti- 
mates of the engineer (£18,000,000) do not in-

Starting with the old America, which must 
be acknowledged to be the most famous rac- 
ing yacht ever built, either in America or 
Great Britain, the Yankee supremacy be- 
gins. Its history is always interesting, The 
yacht was built by Commodore J. C. Stevens 
of the New York Yacht club according to a 
design by George Stéers, who adopted the 
tvave theory of outline, first brought to pub- 
lie notice by a Mr. Russell of England three 
or four years prior to 1851. America was 
built because the Americans were conscious 
of the fact they were désigning and con- 
structing faster yachts, tug and harbor 
craft, and especially faster merchant clipper 
ships than any other country at that time. 
As early as 1848 English merchants pre- 
ferred to ship goods in Yankee bottoms be- 
cause insurance ¢dompanies granted more 
favorable insurance rates on goods so 
shipped, thus giving the most substantial 
proof of the superiority of American ships 
and satiors. '

This Stiftich bug, like ‘the Héssian fly, ap- 
peared simultaneously with a lot of people 
the farmers didn’t like—namely: the Mor- 
Imbnhs, ahd so came to be known in the Upper 
Mississippi Valley in the early forties as the 
“ Mormon louse." 


During the warm days of spring the chinch 
bugs leave their winter quarters and flock 
to the grain fields, where they lay the éges 
for their first brood of young—the brood 
that is 20 destructive—after which they die. 
They do the most damage in the south ana 
east parts of fields, but in swampy places 
leave the wheat untouched,’ In wet seasons 
they are not found to any extent, and a 
heavy, drenching rain checks them serious- 

‘ly. At the patter of the rain they drop to the 
.ground and hide in the crevices. If the rain 
is heavy many of them are drowned. Their 
operations ‘are conducted on military prih- 


thrushes prefer him in a more tender state, 
just as he amerges from the soil, while the 
starling likes him in his infancy and turns 
up the turf to get at him. 

The wheat. plant lice come along in July 
and August and eat barley and oats as well 
as wheat and are some es thick on the

This includes the more important insects 
which prey regularly upon the wheat in the 
field, but does not include such pests as the 
locusts and grasshoppers, which appear at 
irregular: periods and wipe out whole fields. 
On account of the irregularity of their vis- 
its and because they do not confine them- 
selves to any particular kind of grain they 
are not treated ef in this connection. Gfass-

it comes out a perfect insect. | 

The weevil. sets to work when the corn is 
considerably advanced,but the spindle worm 
comes upon it when it is only a few inches 


spindle or small stock which is hidden be- 
tween the leaves when the corn is young. 
The grub works through a small hole into 
the stock. The spindle is perforated every 
way, up.and down; but the holes are care- 
fully plugged up on the outside to keep the 
jutces from: evaporating. The moth which 
lays the eggs out of which these worms are 
hatched is known ss the spindle moth of the 
corn. it is very pretty, with forewings of 
rusty red, marked in bands and mottled 
over with gray. 

But the most beefitiful of all moths is the 
corn silk moth, whose grubs feed only on 
the silk! of the corn.

ANIMAL LIFE IN THE DISMAL SWAMP.

It Abounds In Animals, Birds, and Various 4 


Kinds of Reptiles. 

. Washington Evening Star: “IT have 
just returned from a visit to the Dismal, 
Swamp,” said Dr. Ai K. Fisher, or- 
nithologist of the Department of Agricult- 
ure. . “It is a strange region, full of oddities 
that are not to: be fouhd elsewhere. The 
purpose of my expedition was to investi- 
gate the fauna of the lpcality, and of rare 
mammais and birds I secured quite a num- 
ber. Snakes are abundant and are alleged 
by the natives to be vehomous, but all that 
I saw were harmiess. When I picked up a 
good-sized one from a log and held him by 
the neck the negro who was paddling for 
me shuddered so that he nearly upset the 
boat. 

“I found about fifty sriecies of birds breed- 
ing in the swamp. . Onejof them was Swain- 
s0n’s warbler, which is. wery rare. I trapped 
several species of small mice—rice mice, field 
mice, golden mice, and Jemming mice. The 
lemming mouse is hard to catch because it 
will not take any sort of bait. The only 
Way to capture it is to set a trap in its run- 
way. I set my traps in dry places out of 
water. Among other things I got two rare 
shrews. 

*"There are plenty of cattle in the swamp— 
small, dark, and very wild. They are the 
progeny of animals that have strayed from 
domesticated herds. Hunters stalk and 
shoot them like deer. Bears are numerous, 
In the autumn they greedily on the 
fruit of the sour gum. Wildcats, opos- 
sums, and raccoons afe not scarce, while 
equirrels are remarkably abundant. The 
squirrels have discovered an easy way to 
get a living by g@ing) along the shores of 
Lake Drummond and 'picking up the nuts 
and berries which have fallen into the water 
and drifted in windrows. They trot along | 
the logs and fish them/out with their paws. 
Deer are common but hard to get. In the 
fall hunters run them into the lake and 
catch them with dogs. ; 

‘There is fine fishingjin Lake Drummond, 
which contains plenty ‘of perch, black bass, 
two kinds of pickerel, three species of sun- 
fish, and other panfish. There is no dry 
ground in the swamp, aind one sinks at every 
step te his knees in mud. The cane which 
forms brakes all through the South is abun- 
dant. Together with 4 varied undergrowth 
it-is tangled with Vines that run ‘up into the 
trees, so that half a mile an hour is a good 

rate of progress. Onde must carry a knife 
io cut the vines, walking being further yn- 
peded by the cat brier, whose thorns catch 
in the clothing and hang on like hooks. 

‘The boats used in the Dismal Swamp are 
all dugouts, made from cypress logs twelve 
feet long, and very narrow. To shape such 
a craft propertly is a nice piece of work, The 
novice who steps into one of these boats is 
apt to go out on the other side, but the native 
etands up and paddies with security. The 
water is darker than amber, and excellent 
to drink. It is said to be & sure cure for 
malaria. There are no malarial diseases 
in the swamp. The swamp is full of magno- 
lias from the size of bushes to trees sixty 
feet high. When I wais there they were full 
or fidwers. The cypress trees are cut for 
shingles. The best trees for the purpose are 
those which fell from twenty-five to fifty 
years ago, and are now covered with moss. 
The negroes wade in ard cut off the moss 
and rotten bark. Then hey cut up the log 
into shingles on the spot. The next best 
tree is one that is newly fallen, and the third 
quality is the tree that has to be felled.”

There 
is no animal that: gives its. keeper more 
trouble in a menagerie, not even the treacher- 
ous elephant. While the giraffe is gemie in 
disposition and not given to attack, even in 
the wild state, it is stupid and obstinate and 
‘cannot be taught to mind. A full grown one 
cannot be taken alive, for when defense is no 
longer possibie it will kill itself. Self-de- 
struction is not difficult if its case either, for 
thd long neck is easily broken. 

The giraffe presents a peculiar combination 
of grace and awkwardness. of beauty and 
malformation. With hind quarters that are 
as graceful as those of an antelope and not 
larger than those of a horse, its fore legs are 
as stocky as those* py a camel, and its neck 
raises its head toa height of eighteen feet. 
The neck tapers prettily. and the head is 
small and graceful, and the countenance de- 
cidedly beautiful. Though of such enorinous 
length the giraffe’s neck is far from swan- 
like wr flexible.

“** Their Fame and Wealth to Songs. 


*Bostom Transcript: “During last fifty 
‘years in America: nearly two dred men 
liave been brought prominently senrves the 
public through the influence’ of popular 
songs and hymns. Much has been written 
about how songs have been made popular 
by singers, but little about songs that have 
immortalized men. 

» The notorjous'Gen. Boulanger was brought 
to the front mainly through a yocal setting 
of the “Boulanger March,” sung by a Paris- 
ian music-hall singer, Paulus. - Boulanger 
had obtained some distinction previous to 
this time, but through the singing of Paulus 
he became known to the bourgeoise, and his 
fame-—was. heralded all over France, and 
thence throughout the civilized world. Of 
course, his fame proved to be somewhat 
ephemeral, as there was nothing inherently 
strong to recommend the man, but through , 
the delineation of the concert-hall singer he 
Became the idol of the French people, and 
remained so until his own intrinsic weakness 
proved his destruction. 

There are many notable instances of popu- 


larity created in this manner, The cele- | 


brated Ira .D. Sankey, the singing evangel- 
ist, was comparatively unknown until he 
‘Sang the hymn entitled, “The Ninety and 
Nine.”’ At the present time, when this cele- 
brated hymn is referred to, it always sug- 
gests a picture of Mr. Sankey seated ona 
platform’ before an audience of from 5,000 
to 10,000 persons, singing “The Ninety and 
Nine” as only he could render it. The 
justly celebrated Dave Wambold, now de- 
ceased, one of the original San Francisco 
Minstrels, who was one of the sweetest 
ballad singers this country has produced, is 
always remembered in connection with the 
ballad, “Come Sit by My Side, Little Darl- 
ing.’ ‘Even now, after the lapse of nearly 
twenty years, many readers of this paper 
will no doubt recall the exquisite finish and 
melody with which Wambold invites his 
little darling to come sit by his side and 
lean her brown head upon his breast. 

The fame of Milton Barlow, the minstrel, 
rests chiefly upon his delineation of the 
¢eharacter of Old Black Joe. His singing of 
this favorite old negro melody has never 
been equaled. He dressed and acted e 
part of the old biack refugee and sang the 
song so well that it would be difficult at the 
present time to find a boy of 10 years who 
could not Sing the refrain of the melody. 

The present generation of song lovers had 
ho knowledge whatever of Edward Harding, 
but old-timers will remember him as an En- 
glishman who came to this country more 
than forty years ago, and who brought with 
him a baritone voice of great strength and 
sweetness. In New York City at that time 
there were a number of concert halls where 
,beer and liquor were sold. | 

There were probably a dozen of these 
places south of Fourteenth street, and prom- 
inent among them was.one in Lispenard 
street, just off Broadway, which was mainly 
supported by men in the ary goods district.
